' That the experimental deciduous 
fruit ranch of 55 acres maintain- 
ed on East Sixth Street by the 
Chaffey Junior College of Agri- 
eulture, where experts are con- 
stantly at work in the interests of 
West End fruit growers, is the 
only self-sustaining institution of 
its kind in the United States, so 
far as known, was the declaration 
yesterday afternoon of George P. 
Weldon, pomologist of the loca? 
school, in a talk at the Hotpoint 
Club before members of the On- 
tario Realty Board. 

In his talk on the agricultural 
activities of Chaffey, Mr. Weldon 
told. how 45 acres of the Sixt’ 
Street ranch are set to a perman- 
ent peach orchard, which in itself 
is not only self-sustaining, but the 
revenue from which is sufficient 
to finance use of the remaining 
ten acres for purely experimental 
- purposes. 

Mr. Weldon declared that “thére 
are at present some 300 varietier 
of deciduous fruits set out on the 
ten-acre plot, which are bein: 
studied as to their adaptability to 
this locality and some interesting 
resuits are being obtained, which 
give promise of proving of great’ 
value not only to ranchers, but to 
the community. as a whole. Ex- 
perimentation in the orchard prop- 
er includes pruning, gfertilization, 
eover-cropping, spraying, and the 
like. 

Mr. ‘Weldon told also of the 
Chaffey dairy farm of 17 acres on 
South Buclid Avenue, where the 
possibility of making’ a good living 
from a small farm is being demon- 
strated, and of the 17-acre citrus 
orchard near the schooi, where 
experimental work during the past 
ten years has proven of incalcul- 
able value to fruit growers. The 
speaker referred in particular t 
a . fertilization experiment which 
is attracting the attention not 
only of local growers but of cit 
tus fruit men in ali parts of the 
‘state. He declared this type of 
work to have put Chaffey on the 
agricultural map of California and 

_ that as a. result other commun- 
ities are planning similar institu- 
tions. =
